UST" after Mr Freke’s, another E/ffay

‘ fire; and the various phenomena of 
* forty-two-capital experiments; with 
* fome obfervations relative to the ufes 
* that may be made of this wonderful 
‘ power of nature. By Benjamin Mar- 
‘ tin; printed for the author at Bath,” 
where he exhibits his experiments. 

With refpe& to the firft part of this 
pompous title, he has done little more 
than retailed fome axioms which he 
found in Sir //cac’s writings; as to the 
fecond, concerning the ufes of electrici- 
ty, he is very clear and concife, having 
had the addrefs to comprize all his ob-

For the e- 
Te€trical power is accumulated and re- 
tained in the water contained in the vi- 
als, which would otherwife run off and 
difpéerfe: for eleétrified bodies contain 
only a cértain quantity of eledtricity, 
which cannot -be encreafed. 

With refpeé to this experiment, it is 
neceflary to obferve, that the foot muft 
be placed over thé wire on the floor- 
cloth, the fhoes muft be wet, and the 
floor-cloth but thin, becaufe dry fhoes 
being originally clectric, and a thick 
carpet, forthefame reafon, will prevent 
thé experiment. 

The following experiment, among 0- 
thers, proves that the ele¢trical force de- 
fcribes a circuit, being felt only in the 
- arms, and acrofs the breatt, ond moves 
rectiffimo curfu, between the gun-barrel 
and vial; it may be made by two lines of

Among other obfervations, made by 
this ingenious author, are the following: 

That lining the globes with wax does 
not increafe the electrical power. 

That this power is increafed by the 
number and fize of the globes, only to 
a certain degree ; the electrified bodies 


E containing only a determinate quantity ; 


all above that itandard being diffipated 
as faft as itis excited. But, by an ex- 
periment, which render’d this diffipati- 
on vilible,the addition of another globe, 
€5'c.appeared to make a great difference, 
viz. by bringing the iurfaces of two 
pewter plates near to each other, the 
one being held by an eleétrifed, and the 
other by a non-eleétrifed perfon, upon 
which the flafhes between the plates 
were fo bright and numerous, and fuc- 
ceeded each other fo taft, that, when 
the room was darkened, the faces of 13 
perfons, who were diJpofed round it, 
might be diftinétly feen. 

“hat the experiment with the phial 
will fucceed as well, if any folid piece 
of metal, of any fize and weight, be 
fubftituted in the place of the gun-bar- 
rel, a ftroke equally ftrong having been 
felt from a fword. 

That increafing the quantity of wa- 
ter, and fize of the phial, does not in- 
creafe the ftroke, except the points of 
non-eleétric contaéts are alfd increafed. 

That glafs tubes and globes have not

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the ele&trical power in themfelves, for 
if the machine, and the man who turns 
the wheel, are placed on pitch, the 
power is furprizingly diminifhed,: and 
idmetimes there is none at all; but. if 


any part of it has communication with. 4 


the Hoor or waimfcott, by means of a 
man or a pitce of wire, &c. touching 
both, the eleéirical power appears as 


ufual. 

That the elcétrica] ether is elaftic, 
and more fubtil than air, as it paffes 
thro’ glafs, &c, and extends itfelf round 
excited bodies, either eleétric’or non 
electric, to a confiderable diftance, in- 
creafes the motions of fluids, &c.

Extra&t of a Letter from a foreign Mi- 
nifter at Paris, dated Nov. 22. 


[N the difcourfe which the king had 

with the pretender’s eldeft fon at 
Fontainbleau, wpon his firft arrival from 
Scotland, his majefty ‘told him, That he 
fhould be very defirous of having in 
writing a detail of the principal circum- 
flances of his affairs in Scot/and, and the 
reafons Which he thought might be the

»rize : Since which he has fatisfied the 
king, by delivering a memorial, con- 
taining 2 particular relation of his expe- 
dition, wherein he pretends to have a 
powerful party in England: but what is 
the moft extraordinary is, that this me- 
morial contains particularities and anec- 
dotes concerning the fa€tions which are 
againit him (the young pretender) at the 
court of France, and how far thefe con- 
tributed to prevent his being fupported 
in his enterprize. He likewife therein 
difeovered things which furpriz’d the 
king, wiz. that the promifes and orders 
of- that monarch had been prevented 
from being performed and obey’e, by 
fuch and {uch minifters, whom he there- 
in named. He proved what-he advan-

I 
have a very great regard for the gentle- 
men_of the navy, and wifh many. of 
them heartily well, as being asicuiiiy 
acquainted with them ; but I can feeno 
reafon for giving them the whole of the 
merchant-thips and goods that they take 
from the enemy. ‘They are paid, vic- 
tualled and° mann’d at the expence of 
the nation ;—and, I believe, there never 
men 
to ferve as captains; and fo no fear of 
wanting commanders, and good ones 
too: it being to be obferved, that thofe 
who fight for honour do generally be- 
have beft,. and take moft care of the 
trade; the reafon of which is plain, for 
when their paffions are not biaffed with 
felf-intereft, their thoughts are employ- 
ed for the fervice of their king and 
country, and painting honour for them- 
felves. hen our men of wer take 
fhips of equal or greater force than them- 
felves, or do other gallant aétions, [ am 
for crowning the captains with laurels, 
and rewarding them according to their 
merit, not only by promotion but other- 
wife. But what glory is there in aman 
of war of 40 guns or more, to take a 
merchant-fhip of 30 or under, tho’ fhe 
may prove to be warth 100,000/. or up- 
wards, and therefore why fhould the 
whole be given to them? The French 
have no fuch allowance, and if they 
meet a fleet of merchant-fhips under 
convoy of a number of Exgli/b men of 
war, that are not f{uperior-to themfelves, 
they will * leave the merchant-fhips to 
attack our men of war; and this, we 
may conclude, is owing to, their not ha- 
ving the whole of what they take, and 
why our men of war fhould not be put 
upon the fame footing, is pa my com- 
prehenfion.

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After waiting about three weeks at 
the ifle of Aix, fora fair wind to car- 
ry us to fea, we left that road Tune 20, 
and anchored at Rochede the fame day. 
The 22d at 4 in the morning, the wind 


A at N.E. we got under fail ; at two in 


the afternoon we loft fight of land, in 
fine weather. The 24th M. de la ‘Fon- 
quiere, and M, Bigot, who embarked in 
the Borce, the fife as general to Canada, 
the fecond as intendant of the fquadron, 
went on board the commandant, where 
M. de la Fonquiere was declared Chef 


B d’Efcadre, and to command on board 


the Northumberland in the {aid quality, 
and Mr Bigot was appointed intendant 
of the fquadron. The 25th we made 
Cape Ortugall. ‘The 26th ‘we were un- 
der fome uneafinefs ; for at fun-fet we 
counted one fhip more than our num- 
ber, which we had reafon to believe by 
the Lat. we were in to be no other than 
a privateer. At eleven we faw two 
velfels foul of one another, and not far 
from us ; butin endeavouring to go to 
their affiftance, the Borce mifs’d ftays, 
upon which the neareft fhip was order’d 
to join them. At da ‘Tight we found 
it to be a * Dutch fly-boat with provifi- 
ons for the expedition, who had been 
foul of a fhip bound to St Domingo, and 
carried away her forematt. July 5, 
we difcovered feven fail 3 or 4 leagues 
to windward, we went on but flowly, 
we were not yet diftant from France 200 
leagues, the winds having almoft always 
been contrary, fo that the 7th we were 
obliged to ‘tone to, under a mainjail. 
The 15th the wind came fair, and put 
ue all in good fpirits. ‘The Mutine part- 
ed company, it was faid for Mi/i/ipi, 
and the fhips bound for Canada, tc. 
were ordered to make the beit of their 
way. The r1gth the Renommee went a- 
head, we imagine to get fome intelli- 
ence of the place we were deftined 
or. ‘The 23d we faw St Mary’s one of 
the Weftern Iflands, diftant’9 or 10 
leagues. And the 3d of Augu/?, though 
now ten days fince, we are {carce out 
of fight of the Weitern Iflands, by rea- 
fon of little winds, and almoft conftant 
calms. The 24th we have now left 
France 64 days, and are as yet 300 
leagues from NovaScotia, the place it is 
imagined we are bound to, though it is

One of the perquifites of colonels, 
mention’d p. 481. arifes from vacant 
(Gent. Mag. Nov. 1746.) 
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Enquiry into the State of the Army,

men as happen to die, or be kill’d, ’till 
they are either refpited at the mutfters, 
or fill’d up ; which in the late wars was 
pretty confiderable, as K. William, and

As to the deductions 
out ot the pay of the private men, be- 
fides the two pence in the pound to the 
agent, they are made to furnifh them 
with fhoes, ftockings, and other necef- 
faries ; which inthe horfe and dragoons 
are (befides linen and frocks, which are 
ulually provided out of the grais-mo- 
ney) inaffle-bridles, horfe cloths, cur- 
ry-combs, brufhes, €&c. which they are 
to pay for themfelves.

‘for cloathing, gand Cheljea hofpital ; 
when on board the ki ing’ s fhips they are 
to be allow’d an equa proportion of 
provifions with the teamen, without a- 
ny deduction from their pay for the 
{aie ; and th ey are. to have fhort al- 
lowance money, and the benefit of the 
hofpitals when fick, as well as the fea- 
men. When any, part of a regiment is 
on fhore, fuch part is to be mt uter'd in

Whether the human Voice be produced by 
Soncrous Strings, or Fibres, put in Mo- 
tion by the Air firiking on them in 
the Manner of a Bow? A Phvfiah- 
gical Queftion, difeuffed in the An- 
tonian Phy/ic-School at Rheims, M. 
Henry JosepH Bernarp, Pre/- 
dent. 


HE affirmative of this queftion is 
maintained by M. Moxtugnat, a 
native of Amlerieux in Bugey, who has 
given an expofition of the opinion of M. 
Ferrein on the caufe of the voice, con- 
tained ina memoir which he read be- 
fore a publick aflembly of the Roya! 4- 
cademy of Sciences, in November 1741. 
The voice, he fays, is nothing but 
found ; and found, which in the foul !s 
a {cniation, is, in the fonorous medi- 
um, a trembling motion of the ai: 
which furrounds us, communicating, 
its repeated fhocks to the organ of hear- 
ing. In drums, fonorous ftrings, me 
tals,€5c, it is a vibrating motion of the 
infenfible parts of the body, It is nox 
the fame with flutes, and other in- 
ftruments of the like kind, in which 
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found is produced only by vibrations of 
the air mtroduced 4 the mouth or 
breath. In the firft kind of inftru- 
ments the application of the hand, or 
fome other thing proper to ftop the vi- 
brations, entirely fuppreffes the found. 
In the fecond kind, - the application 
of the hand, &c. upon the initrument, 
the found is only affeéted with an altera- 
tion according to the matter of which 
the inftrument is compofed. The au- 
thor however confeffes that the found is 
not abfolutely the fame with fome kind 
of matter employ’d in it, but refers 
thofe who would know how fonorous 
vibrations are produced in this laft kind 
of inftruments to M. @ Euler’s effay to- 
wards a new theory of mufic, his bu- 
finefs being to prove the propofition, 
he advances, which is, f= the air 
which forms the voice produces the 
found in a different manner from that 
of flutes, or by itriking againft ftrings, 
or fibres analogous to thofe of mufical 
inftruments. 

The demonftration of this propofiti- 
On tequires a knowlege of the ftruc- 
ture of the larynx, which is the upper 
part of the afpera arteria, or windpipe, 
and confifts chiefly of five cartilages, the 
cricoides, th. thyroides, the two ary- 
tenoides, and the epiglottis. The ie- 
cond, which clofes the knob of the gul- 
Jet, 1s convex in its forepart, and con- 
cave behind. In its 
two appendages, which faiten it by a 
moveable articulation to the cricoides 
cartilage, in fuch a manner that when it 
turns from the upper part to the lower, 
it turns at the .ame time from the hind- 
er to the forepart, or from the lower 
part to the hinder.

Natuialiiis, both antient and mo- 
dern, have, in confequence of thi 
ftructure,confider’d the organ of voice a 
a wind-inftrument, with this difference, 
that Arijictle compared the larynx 
the flit or mouth of a flute, but the 
moderns to the reed-ftop of an orzan- 
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on of this decifive argument, that the 
vibrations of air in an organ are caufed 
by thofe of the ftop ; but the found of 
the voice he compares to that of the air 
rufhing violently through the crevices 
of an ill-jointed frame of boards, 
However that be, the glottis, accord- 
ing to all the moderns, is the_ principal 
organ of the voice, but its function 
confined only to the dilating or contrac- 
ting of the paflage of the air. Even 
they who fpeak of a trembling of the 
parts about the glottis regard it only as 
an acceflory of no ufe to explain the 
phenomena of the voice. 

But this theory, fays M. Montagnat, 
is contrary to the principles before efta- 
blifhed, as well as to the confequences 
which we have drawn, and fhall further 
For as to the com- 
parifon between the glottis and the 
mouth of a flute, we may hence con- 
clude that the glottis is no more the 
organ of the voice, than the flit of a 
flute is the organ of found. Befides, it 
is nog true, that the greater or leffer 
widenefs of the flit of a flute in any 
meafure changes the tone, as neither 
do the different diameters of the item, 
ifewe may believe Euler, create any 
very fenfible alteration in the fame. 
The author infiits not upon fome other 

roofs with which a profound know- 

ae of the theory of mufick might 
have furnifh’d him, for the truth of his 
fentiments, but confines himfelf to a- 
natomical arguments, as more fatisfac- 
tory to phyficians, for whofe fake chief- 
ly he writes. 

The found of a flute then, he tells 
us, is not the fame asthat of the voice, 
becaufe the vibrations of that initru- 
ment concur not in any manner to the 
formation of found, contrary to what 
happens in ftringed initruments. But 
what are the neceffary qualities for 
ftrings to become fonorous? 1. There 
mutt be a {pring,and a flexibility, as well 
as a certain ftitfnefs. Thus long and

There muft be a caufe proper to put 
he fonorous ftrings in motion. 3. 
They muft make fenfible vibrations. 
The difference of tones proceeds from 
the greater or leffer number of theie 
vibrations in a certain time ; if they be 
doubled, for initance, they make an 
o€tave, and fo in proportion. 

Theie things being premifed, the au- 
thor thews that the Tipe of the glottis 
arc cover’d with a yery thin membrane, 
ormed of {mall threads, elaftic, as hbe- 
tendinous, and that the motion oi 
tac 
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or downwards, is neceflarily attended 
With a tenfion of the tendinous threads, 
or fibres, of the lips of the glottis. He 
adds, that the motion of the thyroides 
cartilage is fo fenfible in a living fub- 
ject, that deaf perfons by pe, the 
finger into the cavity under that cartilage 
may be made to apprehend grave and 
acute founds. He might have faidthat, 
with attention, they were difcernable 
totheeye. The author, however, does 
by no means pretend to bring this mo- 
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. the thyroides cartilage, whether upwards

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bles, and gives fuch a found as is proper 
to it, which is often diferent from that 
of the other, in fuch a manner that if 
you lend an attentive ear to thofe fepa- 
rate founds, and then let them both 
loofe, you will perceive the two founds 
If you give the fibres an unequal 
tenfion, they will no longer jound a u- 
nifon. But, what is moit furprifing, if 
you ftrip the cartilages of the larynx of 
every thing but the tendinous parts or 
fibies of which we fpeak, all thefe ex- 
periments will have the fame fuccefs. 


tion of the thyroides cartilage as a proof p To this we may add, with the author, 


of his own hypothefis, becaufe it equal- 
ly ferves to prove what it oppofes. 

As it is not fufficient, according to 
the principles before eftablifh’d, for fo- 
norous ftrings to be ftretched, in order 
to produce founds, the author enquires 
into the caufe of their vibrations, and 
finds it to be the air ftrikiag againft the 
tendinous fibres of the lips of the glot- 
tis, which fibres he calls the vocal ftrings 
of M.Ferrein. And he has difcovered 
in a fort of children’s toy, a lively re- 
prefentation of the formation of the 
voice. ‘This toy, or plaything, is com- 
pofed of two little bits of wood, four 
or five inches long, and three lines 
broad, which are difpofed in fuch a 
manner as to leave between thema {pace 
equal to the cleft of the glottis, through 
which runs a ftring, ty’d at one end, 
and Joofe at the other, that it might be 
ftretched at pleafure. They hold this 
inftrument to their lips, and the leaft 
breath puts the ftring in fenfible vibrati- 
ons, which produce a found more or 
lefs acute, according to the degree of 
tenfion they give the ftring. 

If the cartilages be made to approach 
one another, and the cricoides be im- 
pell’d forwards, the fonorous fibres of 
the glottis are {tretched three or four 
lines ; if thea you breathe into the wind- 
pipe, the air {triking againft the tendi- 
nous ftrings, or fibres, produces from the 
larynx of a man a human‘found, from 
that of an ox, a lowing, from that of a 
dog, a barking, &c. Should any doubt 
remain of the truth of thisaflertion, let

In the night-time 
the French watch, under no apprehen- 
fion from their few prifoners, fell afleep 
upon deck ; which the vigilant captive 
obferving, made the beft of his time, 
and arming himfelf with an hatchet, 
arid his man and boy with handfpikes, 
firft faftened down the hatches on all the 
p crew below, and fell to work with the 
watch, whom they knock’d o’ th’ head 
befare they were well awake and threw 
overboard, and fo became matters of 
the privateer, which, with the crew, he 
brought into one of our own ports. 
‘The king was fo charm’d with the bold- 
nefs of the action, and the modelty of 
the Briton, who, inftead of growing e- 
late upon it, lamented only the lols of 
his little floop, that he cauted an enqui- 
ty to be made into his chara¢ter, and 
finding he had been a far from his ¢ra- 
dle, and alwaysa bold and refoluie man, 
order’d him into his prefence, and a 
twenty-gun fhip of war to be given 
him.

that incurred the like fentence for fghr- 
ing, while another was acquitted for 
keeping due diffance, and looking on. 
But gencrous was the condefcenfion of 
the admiralty! which, rather than cavil 
and difpute with a brave, well-meaning 
officer, would even humour him in his 
foible; tho’ he was fo far from being 
fupported by family intereft, or the com-

\ \ TE arrived here yefterday, after z 

' months cruize, under command 
of Capt. ‘Cornelius Mitchel; our {qua-

C ford,Phhmouth, and Worccfer, of 60 guns, 


the Lezox, of 70 guns, ; Milford, of 44 
guns; and the Drake floop. Having 
intelligence of a French ficet being arri- 
ved at Port Louis, we were ordered to 
intercept them in their way to Laogon, 
but before we got up to windward they 
got in fafe ; however, as we knew that 
the greateft part’ of the. convoy were 
bound to Cape Francois, we kept cruizing 
off Cape Nichola. Aug. 3. about 3. in 
the afternoon, we {pied about 40 fail to 
leeward, and made the fignal to the 
commodore, and he made another to 
the P/ymcuth to give chace. Soon after 
we faw the whole flect, confifting of 4 
men of war, ciz. one of 74 guns, one 
of 64, one of 54, and one of 44, and 
60 fail of merchantmen. ‘The Péy- 
mouth was call’d in at 7 o'clock; the 
body of the enemy bore from us S. by 
E. 4 miles; then the commodore made 


_ a fignal to {peak with all our fhips; we 


got clofe t@ him, and every captain 
was atk’d his. opinion, whether it was 
better to engage that evening, or defer 
it tothe morning, which laft prevailed ; 
but to keep in fight all night, and to 
windward, and be. ready to engage at 
day-light. ‘Tacking fo often the Jatter 
part of the night, we loft fight of them 
till 5 in the morning, .then faw them 
under Cape Nichola, bearing S. E. The 
commodore made a fignal for the line, 
the enemy being in one, and flanding 
towards us, with little wind, till g,when 
the breeze frefhened, and continued till 

in the afternoon ; we under an ealy 
fail ftanding from them, and they crowd- 
cir con- 


ing after us ; but they hnding 
voy a long way a-itern, hawl’d their 
wind, and tack’d; the commodore 

Pers hawl'd 
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hawl’d in the-fignal for the line, and 
tack'’d, hail’d-Capt. Lawrence to {peak 
with him, as he did to all the reft, who 
all went On board. At 7 the enemy 
bore S. by W, 3 leagues, freth breezes 5 
all night tacking fo often we loft them 
till ‘Uhurfday dug. 5 ; at 7 in the morn- 
ing they were about. 2 leagues from us ; 
at 10 the commodore made a fignal for 
the line; then the enemy tack’d to the 
fouthward, and-drew into a line ; at 11 
the Worce/ler’s fignal was made to lead, 
and bear down to the enemy, the Lenox 
following, Strafford in the center, P/- 
+ mouth next, and the Milford to bring up 
the rear, little wind till 4 in the after- 
noon; the breeze frefhening gave us 
{pirits, expeéting to be up with the e- 
nemy in 4 glafles; to the furprize of e- 
very body the Mi/ford was order’d to 
chafe ; about half an hour after 4 the 
commodore made a fignal for us, and 
the Worce/fer to thorten fail, and to hawl 
on a wind, and made a fignal for all 
cruizers. The enemy about 3 miles off, 
(who no doubt were furpriied at our 
proceedings) chafed us ; at 7 théy fired 
ieveral fhot at the Drake; the Worcefter 
hail’d us, and faid it was the commo- 
dore’s orders we fhould lie in the rear, 
upon which we fhorten’d fail, and fell 
into Our ftation ; before 8 two large fhips 


of the enemy were clofe under our lee 
quarter, and gave us a broadfide, which 
We returned, and engaged for an hour 
and half ; the other two came up, fired, 
But at too great a diftance; the Wor- 
cefler and Strafford fired fome fkot at the 


enemy ; but iome of our fhips were fo 
confufed, that they fired into us, and 
Jeft us. The enemy foon after bore a- 
way, and joined their fleet. 

‘The damage we received was a fhot 
through our fore and main-matt, and our 
rigging much cut; as{foon as we repair- 
ed, we made {fail after our fleet, and at 
11 came up with the commodore, who 
made a fignal for all lieutenants ; we 
immediately brought to, and fent our 
boat, but before fhe got on board, the 
commodore made fail, and as he paffed, 
hail’d us, and we were order’d, to put 
aut our lights, and make {iis Sor the ene- 
my were following us.. Before our boat 
returned our fleet was out of fight. On 
the 7th the Drake joined the iquadron, 
and gave an account that fhe was chafed 
that morning by two French men of 
war, and that the whole fleet lay under 
Cape Nichola. On the 8th fhe was fent 
to obferve their motions, and feeing 
them to windward, under the Jand, re- 
turned in the evening. We kept out of 
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fight of land for 2-days, afd gave the 
enemy a chance to work in fmooth wa- 
ter, and reap thé benéfit of a land wind 
to carry them to windward, whiltt we 
were in a great fea, with a frefh gale 
of wind. In the afternoon we made 


A fail in fhoar, and on Sat. morning at 


day-break faw the éhemy about 4 leagues 

to windward, and we cOritittued chafing 

night and day till Wednefday morning, 

when we had the mortification to fee 
. them all get into Cape Francois, and heat 

tliem falute, and at night faw great il- 
B luminations in the town.*

T ~O fuppofe that an officer of known 
courage and ikill, after lying above 
two years under difgrace with at leaft 
one part of the nation, and perhaps not 
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view of retrieving that honour of which 
he ‘has fhewn himfelf fo jealous, would 
be very abfurd.——Are we not obliged 
then to allow that Mr * *, when he 
engag’d in the ate expedition, had hopes 
of itriking a blow, at once ferviceable 
A to his country, and honourable to him- 
felf ?—But the expedition has fail’d in 
the two main objects, which were, the 
making a long diverfion for a large body 
of French troops, and the entire ruin of 
their Ea/ India company, already much 
hurt by captures. “This would have 
_been pring the enemy a fenfible blow, 
and fuch a blow as appears, from the 
comparifon of all accounts, to have been 
in our power to give. But the plunder- 
ing a few villages, and carrying off cat- 
tle, were fo far from being a national 
benefit, tho’ procured at great national 
expence, that they can be but of littic 
. advantage to the moft bufy individuals. 

As our enemies acknowledge that they 

were expofed, and almoft defencelels, 

it fis plain that the fcheme of an- 
noying them on their own coatts, fo of- 
ten recommended by you and other 

Writers, was not without good founda- 

tion. The ill fuccefs of it, therefore, 

appears the moré unaccountable. There 
feem but two reafons that can be al- 
ledged by thofe who direéted or ferved 
in this attempt: Either the failing of 
the ficet was too Jong defer’d, after their 
deftination, or thé attempt was made 
with too little {pirityand too much cau- 
tion after the enemies were alarmcd.— 
E I am inclined to'think that both thefe 
faults, in fome degree, contributed to 
our mifcarriage. The fea is dan- 
gerous thro’ the whole Bay of Bifcay 
after the autumnal equinox; and there- 
fore we wonder’d at the long delay of 
this expedition, and muit conclude thole 
are to be blamed who occafion’d it: 
for officers cannot execute their com- 
miffions till they have them. Jtis 
often the fate of a fcheme, well con- 
certed, and provided for at vaft expence, 
that for want of being Amited to a fhort 
_ time, and pufh’d with the utmoit vi- 
gour, it falls to nothing. 

We find, by their own account, that 
the French were liable to a furprize, and 
had no means to withftand one, till we 
let them know, by hovering about their 
coafts, (See p. 599.) that we ‘did- not 
come to furprizethem,§but to give them 
timely notice of our intention. I will

If he was not 
prepared fora fudden defcent, and an 
effeétual defence, the fault was not his, 
except in fubmitting to go on fuch 
terms ; and perhaps it may be juitly al- 
ledg’d he did not know them.. If he 
had al] conveniences, and wanted the 
fkill to make the beft ufe of them, the 
fault was not his, but theirs wha em- 
ploy’d him.—lIf the worft feafon was 
choien, when the beft was in their pow- 
er to improve, the fault {till isnot theirs 
whoare under command, but thofe who 
liad the power of giving that command 
in due time.

FTER the moft whimfical expedi- 

tion F-had ever the honour to be 
engaged in, we are at length arrived 
here, with feveral men of war, mok 
of the tranfports; and our men gene- 
rally in good health. What we did at 
Portfmeuth, aud why we lay there fo 
p long, I conceive is better. known to you 
than me; but, perhaps; you may not 
know that our expedition was no fecrec 
long before we fail’d from Plymouth, it 
being the general talk in all ‘the coffex 
houfes, aid, indeed, in all private com-~ 
panies, that we were defign’d for the 
coait ef France, fomewhere in the Bag 


C of Bifcay, at Port Louis or Belleifle ; and 


that the admiral had fent a veffel to Fer- 
Jey for pilots. How this fhould be fo 
publickly known, without thofe who 
were entrutted with the fecret having 
difcover’d it,” is to me very wonderful, 
as it is, after its being, fo known, and the 
cartel {hip running backward and for- 
ward, that the French weré no better 
ptepared to receive us; but the truth is. 
they had weaken’d thatcoaft by the b 
of the militia having been fent on board 
a Anville’s fquadron ; which: was fuffi- 
ciently drain’d before, to contribute ta 
the figure they made in Flanders the laft 
E campaign ; fo that if we had carried any 
thing ltke an army, we might have had 
very good winter quarters in: Britavs 
Snppofing befides, that fuch officers had:

This gave'a gene- 
ral alarm to the coaft, and had they had

‘The town, however, offer’d a capitula- 
rion, which the general refufed on the 
terms propofed ; tho’ one would have 
thought almoit any terms acceptable, it 
being of the lait importance to get it into 
our poffeffion. 

hen the cannon were brought up, 


the engineers placed them to the beft of 


their judgments, I believe, but that was 
very badly : and the feamen played them 
as well as could be done, in the fituation 
they were in. A party of French pea- 
fants made a fhew of attacking Richbell’s 
and Frampton’s regiments, but they 
would not give them time, for a great 
part of them threw down their arms, 
ran away like ftout fellows, and broke 
into and diforder’d the main body ; but 
an advanced party of Bragg’s recover- 
ed the arms again. 

While the commandant of /Orient 
was parlying with the general, the in- 
habitants got a great nuniber of guns 
out of the fhipping, and mounted them 
onthe ramparts; and having got more 
militia into the town, they bid us defi- 
ance, being then likewife, by fome de- 
ferters, apprifed of our ftrength, which 
they at firft fuppofed to be at leaft 
‘20,000men; from thence you may con- 
ceive, thar the French and we weie 
pretty equally officer’d. | 

As we could do nothing here, or ra- 
ther worfe than nothing, we returned 
to our fhips in Quinparley Bay; which I 
mutt obferve to you is a good rt only 
in fine weather, and when the wind 
blows off the fhore, quite open to the 
fouth-weft, which we had reafon to 
dread, in this feafon, every moment; 
and had it happen’d, mutt have all been 
loft :, notwithftanding which, we were 
all on board two. days before we fail’d 
for Cape Quiberon: the reafon we con- 
ceived, was, to get the admiral fome live 
cattle, at the hazard of the whole fleet ; 
tho’ it was well known thai he had Boca 
Ghica on board, and fo could not want 
frefh meat. 

O#. 2. we failed into the fineft bay I 
ever {aw in my life, and fo large, that 
the fortifications on either fide could not 
hurt us, and landed again on Qyiberon 
Peninfula, where five of our tran{ports 
never appear'd. Here we found one 
of @ Anville’s {quadron, a 64 gun fhip, 
drove on fhore by two. of our cruizers. 
The feamen got out of her.18 brafs 
cannon, 12 and 24 pounders, and fome

P.S. Boca Chica, during this expe- 


dition, always acted as prefident in the 
councils of war, as being elteem’d the 
beft genius on board.

Am now almoft recovered of the 
wounds I received at the betieging 
L’Orient in Britany, near Port Lewis; 


D we were eight days lying under the 


batteries, in rainy weather. -As we 
marched along, theFreach fired at us out 
of the woods, and -kill’d a great many 
men; but we foon efpied them out, 
and gained the victory. _'Then-we con- 
tinued our march to L’Orient. We 
mans brifkly upon it with our cannon; 
and they as fharply returned it. With 
the firflt bomb we killed 114 men ; and 
then our fire-balls fet the town on fire 
four times the firft day, and three times 
the next. ‘Fhere went three deferters 
to the Frexch, who told them our 
ftrength was not 4500 men, and it was | 
reported we had 20,000; one of thele 
deferters was made an officer by the 
French, and headed a great party ; we 
fired at him, and killed him on the {pot, 
fu that he did not enjoy his place long, 
We retreated cvishout the lofs of a man.

The French Account of the late Defccnt on 
the Coaft of Britany, publifbed at Paris. 


N September 18 a fleet of 56 fhips, 
one third of which feem’c to be of 
reat force, were perceiv’d from Port 
wis. "They came by the weit point of 
the ifle of Grouais, and, towards even- 
ing, caft anchor in the bay of Po/duc. 
The appearance: of fo numerous a fleet 
of theenemy, with troops on board, did 
not fail of caufing a great fright in thofe 
parts, efpecially as the guard-coaft mili- 
tia had been unhappily difcharged the 
’ 14th of the faid month. If the Eagiifh 
had landed the following night, nothing 
could have hinder’d them from march- 
“ing to L’Orient, and furprifing that city, 
which fecms to have been the objeét of 
their expedition : but they did not make 
their defcent til] the 21ft, about four m 
the afternoon, when they larided 7co0 
men. (See p. 601. allo the map, plate 7. 
Advantage, was taken of this inter- 
val, as much as the time would permit, 
to get in abetter ftate of defence. Two 
‘thoufand of the guard-coaft militia were 
‘eperted 
; Hopital 
and Exdicourt. ‘Thefe troops not beitig 
fufficient to oppofe the deicent of the 
Engh/b, the latter landed without oppo- 
fition, and with fo much the more faci- 
lity, as they had erected fome batteries 
‘on the fhore, which kept a continual 
and brifk fire, without doing much da- 
mage, however, only one man being 
_ killed on ouf fide. A 
The enemy {pent the following night 
in the {mall parifh hamlets. ‘They car- 
- ry’d off all the cattle they could find 
there, and fired feveral cottages. ‘The 
.22dthey came to-Plemur,: which is but 
half a league diftant from L’Oriext, and 
there eftablifh’d their general quarters. 
’ During this march, thenecefiary mea- 
-’ fures were taken for rendering thc place 
more deftrfible. ‘The nobility and gen- 
“try mounted’ on-horleback ; the town 
militia took arms ; and: fuch a number 
of vohinteers~ threw. them{elves into 
L’ Orient, ‘that the greateft part of them

On the 27th, ‘towards ¢vening, the 
Englifo fire having ceafed all at once,

‘pieces. of cannon, eleven-pounders, 2 
mortar of nine inches diameter, a fur- 
hace for red-hot bullets, a bombardier, 
with fevcral balls and fire-pots. : 
- The 28th and 2oth, the Engi reim- 
bark'd without any obftacle:: the 3oth 
they quitted the height of L’Orient; 
and, the next day, §2 of their fhips 
coafted along from St Gildas de Rhuis to 
Quiberon, where they made a freth de- 
fcent: but they again ‘reimbarked Oct. 
; and, fince the 1othyno£zgii/h hhip 
as been feen on the coaft.of Britany. 
As the fleet failed towards the fouth, it 
- is fuppofed they have a defign to attempt 
fomething upon the coafts of Poitou, 
Xaintonge, or cliewhere: -but we are e- 
very where upon the guard. 

During this expedition, the Englip 

; cannonaded the ifland of Grouais ; but 
without fuccefs.: They fyeceeded bet- 
ter at Hedic and Houac, twofmall barren 
iflands, inhabited only by fifhermen. 
They got pofieffion of two fort., guard- 
ed by 25 men each, who were made 
prifoners of war; but the Exgi/p after- 

G wards put them onshore. 

The lofs of the enemy-in this expe- 
dition confitks of 2 or 300 men, w 
Were cut in pieces by the peafants as 
they went a maroding. They alfo loft 
fome men before L’Orient.; but .the 
number is not known. .

During this recefs, I have been par- 
ticularly attentive to extinguifh any remains of 
the late rebellion, and to re-eftablifh and fe- 
cure our tranquillity at home, fo far as depend- 
ed upon me, .The.reft I have reafon to expect 


from your zeal, and prudent deliberations ; of A 


which the foundation already laid gives me 
well-grounded hopes. 

In the mean time the ftate of ‘the war abroad 
has received a confiderable alteration, Though 
France has made fome farther progrefs in: the 
Netherlands, yet. the United Provinces, whofe 
interefts are fo ftri€tly connected with ours, 
have been _preferved 6 
threaten’d them at the opening of the cam- 
palgn 5 and a confiderable army remains there 
or their defence. It has pleafed God to blefs 
the arms of my good allies, the emprefs quecn 
of Hungary, and the king of Sardinia, with 
fignal fuccefs in aly. The acquifitions made 
there by our enemies have been recover’d from 
them ; their forces, broken and almoft ruined, 
have been obliged to evacuate that country ; 
and an irruption is now a¢tually making into 
France, whereby the diftreffes of that king- 
dom muft be greatly increafed, and a propor- 
tionable diverfion made in favour of the Low 
Countries, 

Ihave often affured you, that my {ole aim 
in carrying on this juft and necefflary war is a 


fafe and horiourable peace. In this view have 


fhewed a fincere difpofition towards a general 
pacification. .I have confented to the helding 
of conferences at Breda, in order to try:whe- 
ther our. enemies will, in the event, agree to 
fuch terms and conditions, as may be confiftent 
with the honour of, my crown, the fecurity and 
true interefts of my kingdoms, and my en- 
gagements to my. alles, whom it is my firm 
refolution not te abandon.

The French minifters, how- 
ever, talk ina haughty ftrain, particu- 
larly M. Puifiewx at Breda, who, in his 
reply to,the E. of Sandwich, at a private 
conference about admitting count Hzr- 
rach, the Imperial minifter, to the con- 
ferences, tells him, that the title of Im- 
perial majeity greatly offended his moft 
chriftian majefty, as he was firmly re- 
folved never to acknowledge the new 
titles of the court of Vienna, unlefs he 
fhould be indemnify’d of the extraordi- 
nary eXpeaces from the continuation of 
the war, which the obftinacy, /ays be, 
of the Q. of Hungary had been the oc- 
cafion of, and unlefs that princefs fhould 
give fatisfaction to his allies, in regard to 
their feveral pretenfions; for tho” his ma- 
jeity’s enemies were forming new pro- 
jects for carrying fire and {word into 
his dominions, they fhould foon feel, 
and particularly England, the fuperiori- 
ty of his arms.
